Cairo, Ills., April 21.—The sldewheel 
steam er City of Pittsburg, en route 
from Cincinnati to Memphis, was burn­ 
ed to the w ater’s edge early Sunday 
m orning at T urner’s landing near Olm- 
stead, Ills., l l miles from Mound City, 
Ills., and 24 miles from this city. The 
early reports stated that 65 lives were 
lost, and that many were badly burned 
and otherw ise injured, but the list of 
casualties is not yet definitely deter­ 
mined. Two boats and every available 
craft from this city went to the scene 
for relief. 
Most of the passengers were still 
In bed when Second Clerk Oliver Phil­ 
lips gave the alarm. 
The engineers 
at once started all the pumping en­ 
gines, while the crew brought all the 
hose into play. 
Amid the stream s of 
w ater on ail sides the names from the 
lower deck and dense clouds of smoke, 
the 
passengers 
rushed 
from 
their 
stateroom s and a frightful panic en­ 
sued. The appeals of the officers and 
crew could not appease the terror- 
stricken crowds that in te rfe re d with 
those throwing w ater on the flames as 
well aa with those working with the 
lifeboats. 
Few could adjust life-pre­ 
servers or do anything else for them ­ 
selves. The smoke was stifling. Great 
clouds 
floated through the blazing 
steam er, choking the passengers and 
adding to the terror. 
Children cried 
pitifully, begging that they be saved. 
They knew as well as their elders that 
death confronted them and clung to 
their m others as though they alone 
could save them . 
Lifeboats were manned and every 
effort was made tt> save the passengers 
from the floating furnace of flames. 
Sturdy boatm en rowed as they never 
rowed before in their heroic work of 
rescue. 
Boats were sent from the 
shore to help In the work of rescue, 
but the flames were only too surely 
consum m ating their work of destruc­ 
tion 
to save all from the inferno 
Boats, laden to their lim it with pas­ 
sengers in the scant attire they w*^re 
able to gather, were landed at the riv­ 
er banks. 
As fast as one boat could 
be em ptied it returned to the ill-fated 
steam er. 
The burning steam er was quickly 
headed to the bank, but passengers 
had to jum p off the stern, and In trying 
to swim ashore through the swift cur­ 
rent many were drowned. 
Many also 
perished in the flames. 
Only one 
yawl was saved, without oars, and the 
women were taken off. About 20 or 30 
were taken off in the yawl. 
The rest 
were 
picked up out of the Water. 
Help, except from people living near 
by, did not arrive until 2:30 Sundae 
afternoon and passengers, with only 
nightclothes and without food, suf­ 
fered terribly. 
The fire was discovered at 4:05 a. rn. 
There were 70 passengers and 70 all 
told in the crew. 
The P ittsburg was 
built at M arietta in 1899 and was val­ 
ued at ISO,<H 0. 
She was 3"0 feet long 
and 80 feet wide and owned by John 
M. Phillips and Al Brahm of Pittsburg 
and Daua Scott of Zanesville. 
Captain Phillips says 20 or 25 of the 
passengers are missing and the same 
num ber of the crew. Owing to the de­ 
struction of th*- purser's books a com 
plate list of the dead may never be 
known. 
The fire started In th« for­ 
ward hatch larboard and burned fi ree- 
ly. When the steam er was run ashore 
escapes were made over the cabin rail­ 
ing. Very few passengers or the crew 
were aw are of fire until it was too 
late. 
The captain and clerk claim in 
all 80 persons have been accounted 
for, leaving 60 people lost or unac­ 
counted for.

BAKING 
SEIZED. 
POWDER 


The New York Board of Health 
Find it Contains Alum and 
Rock, Declares it Danger­ 
ous to Health and Dump 
it into the River. 


The New York p a te rs report that 
the Health Department of that city hat 
seized as dangerous to health t early 
two tons of cheap mixtures sold for 
baking powder, and dumped them jato 
the offal scow to be destroyed. 
More 
of the powder was found in a Sixth 
ave. department store. 
The repot t of 
the analysis of the Health Department 
stated that it was 
‘an alum baking 
powder’’ containing alum and pulver­ 
ized rock. 
The 
different 
Health Authorities 
seem to have different ways of repres­ 
sing the sale of. bad baking powders. 
in England they have prosecuted the 
grocers under the general law and 
broken up the traffic. 
Iii Missouri the j 
sale of alum baking powder is actually 
prohibited by law. 
In New York they 
seize the unwholesome stuff and cast 
it into the river, without any discus­ 
sion. 
The latter way is certainly 
effective. 
The alum baking powders are usu­ 
ally ottered at a low price, ten to 
twenty w a ts a pound, or with some 
prize, as a temptation to the housewife. 
Consumers < an protect themselves 
by buying only 
high-grade baking 
powder of established name and repu­ 
tation. 
Do not be tempted by the 
grocer to take something else as “ just 
as good” o r “ our own b ran d ,’’ for 
the trials show that the grocer himself 
is often 
deceived 
by unscrupulous 
makers and is selling an alum p o ld e r 
without knowing it. 
There are several good powders on 
the market: let the housekeeper insist 
on having what she knows is right, 
and not be induced to risk the life of 
the family for an imaginary saving of 
a few cents.

The atm osphere plays its part in geo­ 
logical operations. 
Its corroding pow­ 
er, backed by rain and wind, helps to 
decay and 
disintegrate those rocks 
which ere exposed to its Influence. Rain 
completes the work thus begun. Wind 
blows dust, sand and volcanic ashes i 
over large tracts of earth —In fact, 
over the whole of it. 
It is only of late years that geolo­ 
gists have discovered that fine vol- 
conceptiou concerning the danger of canic llU8t is carried over the whole of 
lightning and the nature of It. 
The 
lightning flash Is n discharge from a 
cloud at a high potential with refer­ 
ence to the earth. 
When the atm os­ 
phere is charged with w ater vapor aud 
some eddy or current In its colder up­ 
per strata is deflected downward, caus­ 
ing condensation, exceedingly minute 
drops of w ater are formed, each bear­ 
ing an electrical charge. 
The consoli­ 
dation of these Into larger drops results 
In a very great increment of the poten­ 
tial of the charge since the capacity of 
the drop varies with Its diam eter and 
the volume of the drop with the cube 
of the diam eter. 
The consequence of this is that it 
takes, for example, eight drops consoli­ 
dated to make one of twice the diame­ 
ter of the constituent drops, and the 
charge on the surface of the consoli­ 
dated drop will be four tim es as great 
as that upon the surfaces of its ele­ 
ments. In this way, as the small wa­ 
ter particles unite to form drops which 
fall as rain, the potential of the charge 
they carry Increases until It attains 
enormous values, and the lightning 
flash leaps to the earth, which may be 
regarded simply as a body of very 
great electrostatic capacity. 
The dis­ 
charge, which is called lightning, is 
apt to be more or less destructive, al­ 
though the energy of an individual 
flash is perhaps not very great. Often 
the conditions are such th at the dis­ 
charge takes on an oscillating charac­ 
ter, producing violent surglngs of cur­ 
rent. No very accurate m easurem ents 
have been made upon the current In­ 
volved, but It is taken to be of the or­ 
der of 1,000 to 5,000 amperes. 
Tbs 
electro motive force necessary to cause 
a flash a mile long is probably several 
million volts, and of course the power 
of the flash m easured in w atts Is very 
groat, but Its duration Is correspond­ 
ingly short. 
Protection of property and life from 
lightning flashes has been a subject 
that has entrained the attention of 
natural philosophers since Franklin 
sent up his historic kite. 
The net re­ 
sult of more than a century of attem pt 
to secure protection has been the light­ 
ning rod in its more or less inefficient 
forms and the discovery that buildings 
of modern construction, having metal 
lie roofs and often metallic fram es os 
well, are practically Immune from at­ 
tack by lightning. 
The total num ber of deaths due ta 
lightning in any given sum m er is com­ 
paratively very small—in the ratio of 
about one to each 200.000 population in 
the United States. 
In cities the de­ 
structive influence of lightning is ex­ 
ceedingly small, although occasional 
fires are caused by It, especially where 
gas pipes abound. 
Protection of electric circuits from 
lightning has been an interesting sub­ 
ject for research for a num ber of years, 
and several highly eflicient devices 
have been constructed for this purpose. 
Today lightning Is little feared by the 
station superintendent and should bo 
very little feared by any one. 
The 
tim e honored rule that It is wisest to 
keep in the open and not seek the shel­ 
ter of trees is one which common pru­ 
dence dictates. 
Recourse to the feath­ 
er bed of our ancestors, however, is no 
longer necessary except to quiet tho 
nerves of timorous persons, while the 
ancient superstitions regarding han­ 
dling steel instrum ents aud sitting in 
drafts may be utterly disregarded. 
A 
modern building in a city is as nearly 
absolutely lightning proof aud those in 
It are as nearly absolutely protected 
from Lightning as is possible.—Electric- 
ai Review.

from the atmosphere, and land plants 
absorb carbonic acid from the same 
source. 
Rain acts In two ways: (I) chemic­ 
ally by dissolving certain substances, 
such as lime, out of the rocks, and (2) 
mechanically by wearing down their 
surfaces as It flows over them. Any 
old building—a ruined castle or cathe­ 
dral, for Instance—shows a “weath­ 
ered” surface resulting from the ac­ 
tion of rain and wind. In sandstone 
structures the details of carving are 
often lost, and on old tombstones the 
lettering 
can hardly be 
deciphered. 
Springs are due to rainw ater collecting 
In rocks and rising to the surface. 
Rivers are fed by rains and springs. 
A river Is a very powerful geological 
agent 
In the hardest rocks rivers 
gradually carve out a valley or gorge. 
This is accomplished partly by chemic­ 
ally dissolving certain mineral sub­ 
stances, 
but chiefly by 
mechanical 
erosion, the stones, sand and mud 
wearing awny the bed of a stream as 
they run and tumble over i t 
The finest examples of river action 
are the famous canyons of Colorado, 
which in some pieces are gorges 5,000 
or even 6,000 feet deep, with vertical 
sides. But, as already pointed o u t 
rivers have a constructive action quite 
as im portant as their destructive ac­ 
tion. By bringing down their burden 
of sedim ent into lakes, estuaries aud 
seas they build up great piles of rock 
and “sow the dust of continents to 
be.” 
Glaciers are rivers of ice fed by the 
“eternal 
snows” of high 
mountain 
ranges such as the Alps. 
They wear 
out their own valleys as rivers do; 
they transport mud. sand and stones to 
great distances, In some cases sending 
them sealed up in icebergs to float far 
out to sea and on melting deposit their 
burdens on the sea floor. Off the.eoast 
of Newfoundland northern Icebergs 
are depositing a great m ass of “gin 
elal drift.” 
The sea is a great denuding agent, 
but Its work is more constructive than 
destructive, It is the workshop where 
nearly all the stratified rocks have 
been accum ulated aud ranged iii layers 
or strata. 
The rivers and ocean cur 
rents continually bring In fresh sup­ 
plies of debris even for hundreds of 
miles. 
Man, compared w ith the lower an i­ 
mals, produces but little effect as a ge­ 
ological agent. 
Still the hum an race 
has considerably modified the distribu­ 
tion of plants by cutting down forests 
and by cultivating certain plants to 
supply food. 
So w ith anim als. 
Cer­ 
tain useful species have been cultivat­ 
ed and enormously increased at the 
expense of others which prove useless 
or harmful. 
But plants and anim als have had, 
and still have, far more influence geo­ 
logically. 
Coal seam s are m ade up of 
vegetable rem ains of form er periods. 
Forests have an im portant Influence 
on clim ate and on anim al as well as 
plant life. 
In the com paratively u n ­ 
known world of the ocean marine 
plants doubtless have im portant func­ 
tions.
